Mr Dougherty takes over 
the helm of motor-cycling in 
New Zealand at a time when 
changes of administration 
are in the offering.

-make at the conference and 
in the meantime, Eileen Ace 
remains in the position. 

A full-time secretary is 
being appointed as the re- 
sult of a successful remit 
from the Manawatu Orion 
club, which outlined the 
need to speed up and carry 
out all essential services.

eorTcorial 


So the fifty-seventh annual conference of the New Zealand Auta 
Cycle Union has come and gone. What has been achieved? Well, 
there were several noteworthy eventualities down in Christchurch 
during the period of the 11, 12 and 13 April last. You can read 
about most of them elswehere in this issue. But a couple were 
something of a disappointment to me. 


First of all, though, | should welcome the appointment of Taum- 
arunui’s lan Dougherty to the position of president of the NZACU 
and put in a good word for the effort put in by former president, 
Ivan Ace of Whangarei, who continues as a member of the exec- 
utive. . 


Probably the most far-reaching decision taken at the conference 
was the one to appoint a full time secretary to improve commun- 
ication between the ACU and the country’s motor cyclists. I’m 

> sure this is a move which will pay dividends in the future and al- 
though a definite appointment had not been announced at the 
time of writing, it is understood that little time will be lost in 
carrying out the remit.. 


Other remits were considered, debated and accepted or rejected 
but generally the ocassion was given over to tidying up administ- 
rative and relatively minor sporting matters. Once again club mem- 
bers, through their delegates, were given the opportunity of having 
their say. 


But the one glaring, obvious question which should have been set- 
tied, wasn’t. | refer to the grading of moto cross riders, particularly 
with regard to the national championships. We have said it before 
and we will say it again - c apacity classes area much more preferable 
system of grading riders than the A,B,C, 125 systemthat currently 
exists. The remit proposed by ACU life member Len Payne was a 
sensible one. His remit that all New Zealand and Island (Gold Star) 
championship events be organized in capacity classes only, emphas- 
ises the anomalies that presently exist. Whereas the Gold Star series’ 
are run in capacity classes the national champs have A,B,C grading. 
Mr Payne’s remit sought merely to bring the two into line. 


If anything is to be changed within the ACU system of operations 
the annual conference is the time to do it. It’s up to the delegates 
to convey the views of his club, just as it is the duty of a member of 
parliament to reflect the general opinions of his electorate. The'lack 
of action on the question of moto cross grading suggests one of two 
possibilities. Either club members have not fully debated the point 
and given the delegates a definite direction or the country’s moto 
crossers are loath to see the present system changed. I’m not inclin- 
ed to believe that delegates were not up to their jobs. 


If the latter is the case, so be it. But if, as seems likely, the remit 
was passed over simply because those affected by it were too apath- 
etic to say their piece at club level, then all | can say is, it's a crying 
shame that the present system should continue on its haphazard. 
way, while the Gold Star series’ die a painful death of neglect.

Auckland Motor Cycle

| read with considerable 
interest your article in the 
March 26 issue of your mag- 
azine relating to the Gover- 
nment Motorcycle Training 
Scheme being run on a trial 
basis in New Plymouth. 

In respect of the meeting 
referred to in your article of 
motor cycle sporting body 
representatives, motorcycle 
industry leaders, represent- 
atives from the Ministry of 
Transport and those at the 
time involved in existing tra- 
ining schemes held in the 
latter part of 1974, no invit- 
ation, nor any notification 
of the intention to hold 
such a meeting was convey- 
ed to the Auckland Motor- 
cyle Riding School. 

You are probably aware: 
ofthe existence of the 
above school, but for the 
information of those of 
your readers who are not, 
the school has been operat- 
ing for just over twenty 
months during which time 
approximately five hund- 
red and seventy pupils have 
received instruction in safe 
riding principles. 

The School is supported 
to avery large extent by 
Coca Cola Bottlers (North- 
ern) Ltd., and the motor- 


|, cycle trade in Auckland. 


Without this support the 
school certainly could not 
exist. A similar school has 
recently commenced opera- 
tions in Hamilton, again 
supported by Coca Cola, and 
a third school supported by 
the same organisation was 
started in Dunedin last year. 

A syllabus approved by 
the Ministry of Transport 
is followed by the schools’ 
Instructors under the super- 
vision of a Chief Instructor, 
all of whom hold a Ministry 
of Transport Instructor’s 
certificate. The riding ex- 
perience of the nine Instru- 

‘ctors totals 154 years. 

The course consists of 
seven three hour practical 
instruction periods held 
every Saturday morning 
at Western Springs Stadium 
for which a weekly rental of

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Our first impressions of the Gold Wing were'no doubt in- 
fluenced by pre-release photographs - we thought it may be 
a bit big and ugly, but any such thoughts were thrown aside 
at first sight of this impressive machine 

This Honda is Big, incredibly big! Clipping the scales at 
630 Ibs all gassed up and ready to go, this machine has a 60% 
ins wheelbase and is 26 ins wide across the engine. 


Styling is purposeful and 
clean. There is no over abun- 
dance of chrome or unnece- 
ssary dressing up. Finish of 
paintwork, welds, etc, are up 
to normal - Honda 
standard. Engine castings 
and finish are superb. Any 
extra embellishment would 
be superfluous. 

Styling is dictated by the 
functional aspécts of this 
unusual machine and after 
having a good look all round 
we just couldn’t visualise it 
any other way. . 

In broader terms, the GL 
1000 is a watercooled flat 
four, shaft drive touring 
machine. It abounds with 
innovative ideas. 


The engine is fed by tour 
32mm _ keihin. carburettors 
snuggled beneath what app- 
ears to be a gas tank but * - 
isn’t, it is really a dummy 
which houses tool roll, air 
filters, electrics and lots of 
other nick-nacks such as a 
petrol gauge and (would you 
believe) the. gas tank filler 
cap. The real gas tank is 
actually concealed between 
the two side panels beneath 
the seat. 
Naturally the GL 1000 
sports an electric start - no 
kick starter is fitted but a 
crank handle for emergenc- 
ies is stored in the dummy 
gas tank. 

The shaft drive setup is 






















































































part of the swingarm and is 
very neatly set up. It looks 


tidy and runs cool and quiet. 


COOLING FAN 
Engine cooling is taken 
care of by a massive radiator 
snuggled between the frame 
front down tubes. A supple- 
mentary cooling fan cuts in 
at 110°C but the engine ran 


_so cool it will probably get 


little use except in the most 
severe of conditions. 
Engine oil level is checked 


: by a sight glass moulded in- 


to the right hand crankcase 
wall. 

The super quiet (claimed 
77 decibels) exhaust system 
tucks down below each cyl- 
inder bank, and runs ‘‘two 
into one” on each side. The 
complete exhaust system is

matt black with a tidy chr- 
ome panel on the side of 
each muffler which gives the 
look of one of those really 
neat pre-1963 Triumph twin 
mufflers. 

The dual seat is lerge and 
comfy. Plenty of room for 
two without any need for 
the rider to adjust his riding 
position for the sake of the 
passenger. 

Instrumentation is prob- 
ably overdone, but this can 
be said of most Japanese 
tourers. There are warning 
lights for neutral, high beam, 
head and tail light and oil 
pressure. Turn signal indic- 
ator lights are accompanied 
by an irritating buzzer which 
while no doubt being a good 
safety feature did get on our 
nerves a bit.. A temperature 
gauge is snuggled into the 
bottom of the tachometer 
and as we've already ment- 
ioned a rather vague petrol 
gauge sits in the top of the 
dummy gas tank. 

Incidentally, head and 
tail light on this machine 
are on at all times — there 
is no way to switch them 
off whilethe motor is run- 
ning.

CONVENTIONAL FRAME | 


Frame is a very solid con- 
ventional double cradle type. 
Forks and shocks were also 
conventional. Braking is 
well taken care of by twin 
discs up front and a single 
disc at the rear. 

The oil reservoir for the 
front brakes is in the usual 
place up on the handlebar, 
while the rear reservoir snug- 
gles beside the gas tank be- 
hind the right hand side 
cover. The left hand side 
cover conceals the massive, 
20 amp/hour battery. 

Well, there you have the 
sort of things you will dis- 
cover with a bit of poking, 
probing and general eye- 
ball work. But how does it 
go? 

Our rather nervous first 
time fire up created our 
first impression. The GL 

1000 is quiet. And we mean 
REALLY quiet. It has less 
mechanical orexhaustnoise 
than the average family car. 
There was a slight flat spot 


in carburetion just above idle, 


ich we were assured , 
would disappear with tun- 
ing once things were run in. 
This flat spot was a trifle 
annoying around town as it 
gave the impression of hav- 
ing a spot of chain snatch 
which of courseisabit ~ 
silly on a shaftdrive mach- 
inel 

Once on the move we 
were completely overwhel- 


med by the fine manners of 






this machine. All impression 


- of weight disappeared. This 


is particularly significant 
when you realize the all up 
weight of the bike. It could 
easily have been a 350cc 
machine we were riding. It 
was quite fun to pull up at 
traffic lights, come to a stop 
and balance feet up for two 
or three seconds before put--- 
ting down a steadying foot. 
The low, flat four engine and 
low slung gas tank are of 
course significant in bring- 
ing the centre of gravity 
way, way down and giving 
handling benefits at all 
speeds that are quite un- 
precedented by any other 
machine currently in produ- 
ction. 

Steering geometry does 
not appear to be greatly 
different from other Honda’s 
except for the very long 
wheelbase, so it is obvious 
that the superb handling at 
all speeds can be credited to 
that very low centre of grav- 


ity. 
SPONGY — 

One'demerit:created by 
the low layout was a tend- 
ency for the stands to scrape 
with rigorous: left hand 
cornering, but setting the. 
rear shocks up a couple of 
notches cured this habit 
completely and also removed 
a slight over-softness appar- 
ent in the rear end. Until 
this adjustment was made we 
felf while riding around 
town that the rear suspen- 
sion may have been a little 
spongy but this feeling 
disappearedcompletely after 
re-setting the shocks. 

Rolling the throttle out 
on the open road really 
brought the big Honda into 
its element. 

The GL 1000 is probably 
unequalled as a beautifully 
balanced comfortable, quiet 
and fine handling touring 
machine. Other bikes we 
have ridden may excel in 
some of these features. 

None have possessed ALL 
of these quallties with the 
finesse of the big Honda. 

_ Speed was very decept- 
ive, in fact one of our test- 
ers was quite sure the speed 
ometer was calibrated: in 
Kmh, not mph until it 

was checked against anoth- 
er machine. However we 
soon got used to this feel- 
ing and kept a very close 
eye on the speedometer 
around town. 

At the legal speed limit 
of 50 mph the engine on the 
GL 1000 was barely above 

idle ata lazy 3000 rpm. At 
O mph it was still leading 

a lazy life at 4000 rpm. 

With this sort of long legged 












gait a long engine life should 
be assured. 
Steering on the open 
road was still light at all 
. speeds and possessed a good 
confidence inspiring self 
‘steering effect. It could gen- 
tly be laid into any corner 
with very little effort and 
just as easily lifted out again. 
In fact high speed steering 
was something of a contrad- 
iction - a very safe self steer- 
ing effect on the straights 
and an almost neutral feel 
when it was needed, pushing 
the bike in and out of corn- 
ers. Once again we can 
only attribute this splendid 
handling to the low centre 
of gravity. In a nutshell, 
handling just could not be 
faulted. 
TORQUE REACTION 
A question that many 
have asked, is any torque 
reaction apparent because of 
the in line engine layout? 
The answer is no. Incredi- 


. bly the Honda engineers 


seem to have reduced this 
phenomena to an unnotice- 
able level. Technical infor- 
mation claims that a very 
heavy, contra-rotating 
alternator which spins at 
greater than engine speed is 
the main factor in nullifying 
the torque effect. We also 
think that the sheer mass of 
the whole machine is a cont- 
ributory factor. _ 

As would be expected the 
1000cc engine has plenty of 
power. It is docile and easy 
to ride around town. It will 


potter along quietly and un- - 


complaining at 30 mph in 
top gear and pull away effor- 
tlessly from that speed to 
whatever the rider desires, 
without touching the gear- 
lever. If you really want to 
go with a rush, the unit 
starts to get into stride at 
about 4000 rpm. There is 


Uv 


no sudden rush of power 

it just dials in progressi- 
velyas the throttle is turned 
and builds up until you 
realise that you’ve really got 
something beneath you that 
goes like stink!!_ Winding 
out through the gears the 
Honda will accelerate as 
hard as any touring machine 
would ever need to and has 
the big bonus of letting the 
rider know he's in full cont- 
rol all the way. No rush of 
power, no unexpected whee- 
lie — it just sitsdown and- 
gets on with the job in truly 
admirable fashion. 

In todeys ecology consc- 
ious society noise or lack of 
it, is very important. The 
Honda is so quiet its incre- 
dible - a real break through 
in motorcycling. Remember 
that irritating indicator 
buzzer we mentioned? This 
Honda is so quiet we could 
flip the indicator switch on 
at 90 mph and still hear the 
buzzer. 

SUMMARY 

To summarize we were 
extremely impressed with 
the GL 1000. Bluntly, it 
enjoys superb handling, a 
strong and predictable engine 
and abounds with well-eng- 
ineered and advanced feat- 
ures. For what you get, the 
price of $2996 is very com- 
petitive. Without a doubt 
it will become a popular 
choice of machine for the 
serious and discerning tour- 
ing enthusiast. We could 
find few faults with this mac- 
ine. Any owner ‘would be 
well advised to fit crash bars 
to protect the exposed cylin- 
der heads in the event of a 

ill. Gear lever was a bit 
close to the cylinder head, 
especially when wearing 
heavy boots, but the rider 
soon gets the feel of it.

The Canberra One-Day 


Trial 


Round Two of the 
Australia v. New Zealand Series; 


This is the second report from N.Z. team manager Brian 
Moore of the Hazell and Moore Australia versus New 
Zealand Suzuki sporting trial series held in Australia. 


After a busy week in 
Cootamundra our Trials 
team set off for Canberra 
to compete in a one day 
trial. organised by the 
Canberra M.C.C. in the 
Stromlo State forest about 
10 miles out of the Capital 
city. The terrain in this 
area differed considerably 
from the venue of the 
previous Trial, and offered 
difficult turns on dry 
decayed limestone and 
covered with a thick layer 
of pine needles. The 
traction available was very 
unpredictable and rock 
outcrop sections very 
quickly dug out in the 
same manner as If one rode 
a Trials bike on a beach. 
But the huge slab lime- 
stove covered with moss 
amongst the heavily 


wooded area certainly put ; 


riders on their mettle. 

We can feel proud of our 
team of Greg Power, Peter 
Grinter, Bruce Mitchell, 
Neil Harris and Alister 
Grey as they have not only 
displayed an excellent 
style of riding on strange 
machines, but have proven 
to our Australian counter- 
parts that we are very 


much a force to be 
reckoned with, as many 
local riders here have 
commented. 


The Canberra trial was 
more in keeping with our 
trials in layout etc, but they 
used the ‘card system’ of 
observing, where each 
tider was issued with a 
card measuring about 4” x 
3" to fasten to his shirt. As 
a rider passes through a 
section, one observer 
monitors his score and 
another fellow at the end 
of each section enters the 
Score on the riders card, 
and on each lap the rider 
stops at the ‘Control tent’ 
where his score is entered. 
He can also watch the 
progress of his rivals on 
‘the master score sheet. 
This system gives an 
immediate result at the 
end of an event but | doubt 
whether it would work in 


small clubs and wet 
weather trials In N.Z. 
‘Greg Power was in

dynamic form and quickly 
took the lead,- and held it 
all through the Trial, but 
was closely pursued by 
Victoria State Champion 
Allan’ Kerney (Yamaha TY) 
into second place. 

Montesas are a popular 
trials iron here and spon- 
sored rider Stephen 
Johnson really put on the 
pressure. He looks like 
being a top flight Aust- 
ralian rider. 

Peter Grinter rode Into a 
well-earned fourth pos- 
ition, and Alister’ Grey 
seventh, Bruce Mitchell 
eighth and Neil Harris 
tenth. 

Suzuki importers Hazell- 
Moore of Sydney are 
extremely pleased with our 
boys' performance and are 
looking to further prom- 


otions in the future. We 
have done radio promo- 
tional talks on trial. riding 
and Greg is to appear on 
TV prior to the last Trial at 
Wagga Wagga. 

Out chances look secure 
for the final round as the 
boys become more familiar 
with the Suzuki 250 RL’s, 
but this trial has attracted 
an entry of 100 riders, 
including the top Austra- 
lian riders from each State. 
The ‘man, to beat Is 
Sydney's Peter Paice 
(Yamaha TY) who won the 
Cootamundra - three__ day 
Trial over the Easter 
weekend. The general 
standard of riding by the 
top Australian riders can- 
not be taken. lightly, and 
they are obviously familiar 


with this dry, rugged 
country side. It will be 
interesting to see how 


their top riders would fare 
on our terrain which is 
much more varied than 
here in N.S.W.

A poor approach withno grip whatsoever 
made the section hazardous as riders fought for control up a steep gradient bump- 
ing over tree roots and at the same time trying to avoid rock slabs. ‘The section 


_ wa narrow, too, but neverthe less had to be tackled flat out in second or third 


gear for any show of success, 

In spite of trying really hard | failed in both subsections - a five in each! A 
great way to start a trial | thought. But then later, in the results, | saw that only 
four out of the 85-strong entry had got through the first subsection under five, 
whilst the whole entry without exception had failed in the second sub. Then on 

to the second group of sections. Here, seemingly the whole field of riders 
were milling around. - 

‘These sections, too, were diabolical- so slippery that one had in parts to 
crawl up them on hands and knees for an inspection. 

Delay cards were provided and mine was filled in at this stage to show that 
it had taken,two hours Justito get through this group of sub sections! ioe 

My score, as | emerged from this battle-field, read: 5,5,3,3,5,3, whewl! . 

One section reminded me very \much of the rock formation at Titahi Bay, 
near Wellington, where Ixion have organised trials in the past. The rocks, 
equally as jagged as those |’ve mentioned were of course on a very steep hillside. 

During the couple of hours delay | only saw Rob Edwards get through for a 
two - all the rest were musical “fives’’ as bikes scrunched into the rocks. 

Then came the “terror of the Mendips” — “‘Eau de Nil”. Hundreds of spec- 
tatprs crammed every nook and cranny to see the antics of the riders on this 
arate hill. They weren‘t disappointed. The hill has only once ever been con- 
quered.

The Rapson and Trainer 
Junior Grand Prix was 
probably the most 
incident-packed race of the 
day, Early in the event a 
competitor crashed -at the 
end of the start finish 
Straight, dumping his fuel 
all over the circuit. Almost 
simultaneously Michael 
Vinsen let it all go. on the 
approach to ‘the same 
straight. Machine and rider 
hurtled through the bales 
and the machine burst into 
flames. Vinsen suffered 
only minor. brusing but his 
machine was almost 
completely destroyed.
